Pennypacker has approved the Grady- 
Salus libel bill and haa Issued a long 
•tatement giving the reaaoni for hit 
action. 
The bill, which waa in the 
gdvernor's hands for more than one 
month, goes into effect immediately 
and repeals all laws or parts of laws 
inconsistent with the new act. 


i h e governor says in his statement 
that tke Questions raised by the bill 
are 6t very grave importance and af- 
fect barge business interests, tho free- 
dom 61 speech and the right of the 
citizens to be informed 
concerning 
current affairs and the conduct of gov- 
ernment. as well as his right to pro- 
tect his reputation and home from the 
injuries that rise from careless or 
negligent^ as Well as mallciour false 
report. 


The gbVernoV claims there is noth- 
ing in the-terms of the measure i^hich' 
prevents- any newspaper from making 
such comments upon legislative meas- 
ures or" ui>on the official acts of State, 
municipal, county or public officers as 
are proper for the information of tike 
public or are in the line of legitimate 
public discussion. 


Continuing, he says: "The bill in its 
application Is not confined to officials, 
but affects as well, the citizen or busi- 
ness man whose conduct constitutes 
no part of the right of the public to 
information. 
The corporation officer 
who has been falsely charged with 
srlme; the manufacturer who has been 
falsely accused of being a drunken 
brawler; the wolhan whose domestic 
griefs have been unfeelingly paraded, 
or whose chastit:^ is improperly sus- 
pected; 
the student who has been 
ialsely accused of murder; the clergy- 
man who has been cruelly maligned; 
the quiet citizen •^^'hose peace of mind 
has been destroyed by the publication 
of evil gossip; the merchant whose 
credit has been etffectod by ground- 
less I'umorg; the stufferers f r j m reck- 
less. but not necessarily malicious pub- 
lications are given the right, not to 
prohibit publication, but to recover 
damages which they have sustained, 
prt)vided they provtt negligence or lack 
of care on the part of the publishing 
newspapers.

Harrisburg» Pa., May 13.—(Governor 
Pennypacker has approved the Grady- 
Salus libel bill and haa issued a long 
statement giving the reasons for his 
action. 
The bill, which was in the 
góvernor's hands for more than one 
month, goes into effect Immediately 
and repeals all laws or parts of laws 
inconsistent with the new act. 
l*he governor says in his statement 
that tke questions raised by the bill 
are 6t very grave importance and af­ 
fect htrge business interests, the free­ 
dom <M speech and the right of the 
citizens to be informed 
concerning 
current affairs and the conduct of gov­ 
ernment, as well as his right to pro­ 
tect his reputation and home from the 
injuries that rise from careless or 
negligent^ as %ell at malicious' false 
report. 
The gbternoV claims there is noth­ 
ing in the* terms of the measure Whicli^ 
prevents-any newspaî^er from making 
such comments upon legislative meas­ 
ures or' ui>on the official acts of iitate, 
munii^fpal, county or public officers’ as 
are proper for the information of tihie 
public or are in the line of legitimate 
public discussion. 
Continuing, he says: ‘T he bill in its 
application is not confined to officials, 
but affects as well, the citizen or busi­ 
ness man whose conduct constitutes 
no part of the right of the public to 
information. 
Thé corporation officer 
who has been falsely charged with 
jrime; the manufacturer who has been 
falsely accused of being a drunken 
brawler; the wotnan whose domestic 
griefs have been unfeelingly paraded. 
Dr whose chastitÿ is Improperly sus­ 
pected; the student who has been 
ialsely accused of murder; the clergy* 
man who has been cruelly maligned; 
the quiet citizen \^rhose peace of mind 
has been destroyed by the publication 
of evil gossip; the merchant whose 
credit has been áffectod by ground­ 
less i*umors; the stufferers frjm reck­ 
less, but not necemfcarily malicious pub­ 
lications are given the right, not to 
prohibit publication, but to recover 
damages which they have sustained, 
prt)vided they prové negligence or lack 
of care on the part of the publishing 
newspapers.

occurred. 
A mayor of^ our* tíhlef city has been 
éalled a trailer, a senator of^ the 
Únited States has' been denounced as

been murdered and in each instance 
the cause was easily traceable to In­ 
flammatory and careless newspaper 
utterance. A cartoon in a daily jour­ 
nal of May 2 defines the question' with 
entire precision. An ugly little dwarf 
representing the governor of the* com­ 
monwealth stands on a crude stool. 
The stool is subordinate to and placed 
alongside a huge printing press with 
wheels as large as those of an ox 
team and all are so arranged as to give 
the Idea that wTien the press starts 
the stool and Its occupant will be 
thrown to the grbund. Put into words 
the cartfX)n asserts to the world that 
the press is above the law and greater 
In strj?ngth than the government. No

A naturalist at Natal has made a 
queer discovery in tlui insect world. 
When tho cicada is singing its loudest, 
In the hottest part of the day, it is at- 
tendwl by a number of other insects 
with beautiful, iridescent wings, which 
range themselves in a semi-circle above 
tho cicada's head as it sits on the trunk 
ct a tree. He is convinced that the in- 
sects arc Attracted by the music, and 
gather to listen to it just as human be- 
ings assombl'i at a concert. 


A scientific investigation of the slr.o 
oC raindrops reveals tho somewhat as- 
tonishing fact that they vary from a 
mere pinpoint to a diameter of tAVO 
inches. 
Sheets of slate were used to 
catch the drops, and the marks were

copied 
on paper. 
It was 
found that drojis of the pame size do 
not always contain the same quantity 
of water, and that some of the largesi 
drops are hollow. 
The importance of 
this investigation lies in its bearing on 
tho manner in Avhich the aqueous vapor 
of the atmosphere is precipitated. 


Tho discovery of skulls and skele- 
tons in a cave in Croatia, Austria, has 
excited a good deal of attention abroad. 
These skulls arc said to resemble the 
Meanderthal and that of the Man of 
Spy, but are longer. There is a curious 
jounard curviture of the spine, making 
it more like the monkej^ than tlie man, 
as the erect position is peculiar to man.

eyes, and immense teeth wore deep set 
In the jaws. 
It Is said that there v,'ere 
evidences of lire in the cave.

vestigator, M. Fraipant, claims that 
these animals did not walk erect, and 
it is a question whether they had the 
power of speech.

Curator Wilcomb, of tho San Francis- 
co Museum, has recently received a 
number of Indian relics from the Mo- 
qui reservation, about 100 specimens in 
all, many of rare interest 
The collec- 
tion includes an ancient iirestick used 
In aboriginal times for khullini: a blaze 
on a block of wood by rapidly twirling 
It CD its pointed end; old Avater bottles 
of basket Avork, ceremonial drums of 
A'arioxis designs, sacred paraphernalia 
rarelj'' parted Avith. a complete costumo 
of the kind worn by the priests iu the 
famous snake dance, Avhich Avas wit- 
nessed by Professor Wilcomb; stono 
household utensils, now disused and 
liard to find, and many other specimen» 
of gr2at value as showin;; the habits 
of liAing in A'ogue among these interest- 
ing people before they came in touch 
with civiliKation. 


A noAV method of feeding trees and 
plants without tho agency of the roots 
has been discovered by the wc-ll-knovm 
P'lWsian entomologist. M. S. A. Mokr- 
she^ski, Avho has explained his discovery 
in a lecture before the Imperial Botan- 
ical Society of St. Petersburg. 
He has 
invented apparatus by Avl)ich he can 
introduce into the stems of apple a)id 
pear trees salts of iron, cither in the 
form of a solid or in solution. The ef- 
fect of the chemicals is. on the one 
hand, completely to cure the tree of 
chiorose, and on the other to stimulate 
its growth in an Important 
degree. 
Among other extensive researches, the 
scientist has applied his theory to 800 
fruit trees gi'OAVing on the southern 
shore of the Crimea. 
By introducing 
dry sulphate of copper into the stems 
he produced an unusual development 
of the trees, as many photographs te«- 
tifled. 
M. Mokrshezkl considers that 
in this way the size of a fruit tree can 
bo increased, its color improved and va- 
ried, and Its diseases removed.

A scientific Investigation of tho 
oC raindrops reveals the somewhat as­ 
tonishing fact that they vary from a 
mere pinpoint to a diameter of two 
inches.

A new method of feeding trees and 
plants without tho agency of tho roots 
has been discovered by the well-knov/n 
P ’iWsian entomologist. M. 
A. Mokr* 
shezki, who has explained his discovery 
in a lecture before the Imperial Botan­ 
ical »Society of St. Petersburg. lie has 
Invented apparatus by which he can 
Introduce into tho stems of apple and 
pear trees salts of iron, cither in the 
form of a solid or In solution. The ef* 
feet of the chemicals is, on the one 
hand, completely to cure the tree of 
chlorose, and on the other to stimulate 
its growth in an Important degree. 
Among other extensive researches, the 
scientist has applied his theory to SCO 
fruit trees gi'owlng on the southern 
shore of the Crimea. 
By introducing 
dry sulphate of copper into the stems 
he produced an unusual development 
of the trees, as many photographs te«- 
tlfled. 
M. Mokrshezki considers that 
in this way the size of a fruit tree can 
bo increased, its color improved and va­ 
ried, and its diseases removed* 


TIow lo Sell Good«.

PROTECTING DAMP CLOTHES.

Cut a piece the size aud shape of the 
bottom of the basket. 
Cut another 
piece as long as the circumference of 
tlie basket at the top and as deep as 
the sides and four inches more. If the 
basket Is a round one gather the side 
lining, after seaming up, and, sew to 
the bottom piece, but if the basket Is 
of oval shape take two deep darts at 
each end to make the side lining fit 
the bottom. 
Cut and bind tvv’-o slits 
four Inches from the top to slip the 
handles through, turn over on tho out­

which keeps the lining from slipping, 
and you can always have a clean 
basket, no matter how dlscolorcd or

TREATMENT OP HOUSE PLANTS. 
If your house plants have begun to 
look a bit droopy and delicate, little 
r/hite worms In the soil may be the 
cause of their shabby appearance. 
When flowers have been potted any 
length of time these frequently come 
to the soil and feed upon tho roots of 
the plants, thus causing their ruin and 
death. An easy way to rid the pot of 
them is by sulphur matches.

Rice Muffins—Separate two eggs, beat 
the yolks, add one cup of mill:, one 
cup oi boiled rice, one tablespoon oi 
butter, melted, half a teaspoon of salt;

eggs beaten stiff and two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder; fill buttered muiSn 
pans two-thirds full and bake in a 
quick oven twenty minutes. 
Corned Beef Hash au Gratln—Chop 
one pint of cold cooked corn beef, 
add to it one pint of mashed potatoes, 
moisten with a very little water, or

Spe­ 
cial treatment has overcome tho ten­ 
dency of the stored powder to pass 
gradually Into an Insoluble state and 
has proved Its keeping qualities, giv­ 
ing It a high degree of resiatance to 
bacteria.

usually start out early in the morning 
and paddle, paddle, hour after hour, 
down this stream, through that lake, 
and so into civilization. 


"But they don't forget to eat—oh, noi 
About noon they go ashore. 
They 
'snub' the canoes to overhanging trees 
and hunt around for a good fiat rock 
on which to start their fire. But those 
fellows don't take an hour for lunch* 
eon. 
Time is too valuable to them. 
They take a drink of tea, a bite of pork 
—that is about all. Then they are off 
again. The men spoil each other at the 
paddles, and occasionally the canoes 
arc bunched by steersmen for a good 
smoke. 


"When night comes the brigade goes 
ashore and pitch their camp. 
Tents 
are put up, camp fires lighted and the 
supper prepared, great clouds of black 
flies and mosquitoes hovering aroimd. 
Some of the men busy themselves pre- 
paring the great brown fiapjacks for 
the next day, while others dry their 
moccasins or get their blankets ready 
tcr bunk in. Perhaps a canoe has to be 
patched the next morning before a 
start can be made.

PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS- 


Winter 
Wheat 
Fine—Spring 
Wheat 
Sowing Held Back by Rain. 


The agricultural department's crop 
bulletin 
says 
that 
winter 
wheat 
Is in very promising condition gen- 
erally. 
Tho crop has wintered well 
and is making vigorous 
growth in 


all 
sections. 
Some 
spring 
wheat 
has been sown in Washington, but, 
oo seeding has been done 
in the 
principal spring wiieat States, the soil 
being too wet for preparatory work. 
The seeding of spring oats has begun 
as far north, as Michigan, but this 
work has been retarded by wet ground. 
Fall-sown oats are making vigorous 
growth in the Southern States, with 
excellent prospects. 
Very little corn 
has beeen planted north of the Guli 
States, wTiere the early-planted stand 
is fair to good. Serious injury to the 
peaoh crop by frost is renorted from 
nearly all Bectlons east ot the Mis- 
sissippi 
and from 
Oklahoma and 
Northern Texas. 
Other 
fruits are 
more promising, although the abnor- 
mally high temperatures in the lake 
region have forced buds to such an 
extent that frosts at this time would 
be very damaging. 


Valuable Marbles Found. 


The British Museum has lately come 


Into possession of some Interesting and 
valuable marbles which 
were 
found 
buried in a "rockery" in an estate in 
Essex. One is an inscription from a 
monument erected in Athens in honor 
of the volunteers from Cleone who 
took part in the Battle of Tanagra 
against the Lacedemonians and Eu- 
beans, 457 B. C. The inscription was 
published in the Achaeologia of the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries in 1771. Stuart 
is supposed to have picked up the in- 
ecrlptlon In Greece when he was pre- 
paring that publication. He sent it to 
Smyrna to bo taken by ship to Eng- 
land. 
There It was lost. 
It seems, 
however, that It was brought to Eng- 
land by a nary captain, who gave It 
to a friend, who in turn gave it to a 
•vvelMcnown antiquarian, Thomas Astle, 
II was on the latter's estate that the 
fragments 
were 
found. 
They had 
doubtless been thrown away by some 
unappreciative 
descendant. 
In the 
same estate, a few days later, a frag- 
ment of the Parthenon frieze was dis- 
covered. It is supposed that this was 
brought to England at the same time 
as the Inscription. Thomas Astle was 
once a trustee of tJie Britlfih Museum.
